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Art Project 
Students Make Cranes for Peace 

Students in Grades 4 to 6 at Old Hammondtown 
School in Mattapoisett recently created one or more 
origami cranes in order to reach their goal of 1,000. They 
began making the cranes in art classes under the guidance 
of teacher Diane Perry in December of 2004. 

As part of the project, students also learned about 
the true story of Sadako Sasaki, a Japanese girl born in 
1943 in Hiroshima. She was two years old when the atom 
bomb was dropped. At age 11 she was diagnosed with 
leukemia, a direct result of the bomb. A friend told her 
that there was a Japanese legend that if she made a 
thousand cranes she would be granted her wish to be well 
again. She made over 600 by herself before she died, but 
she never gave up hope. Her friends continued making 
cranes in order to reach 1,000 and three years after her 
death a peace memorial was created in her memory. 

Ms. Perry asked her students to join in a wish for 
peace by making the 1,000 cranes of Japanese legend. It 
could be for world piece, or for peace in their piece of the 
world. Every student helped in this effort by creating at 
least one crane, but many students made several. A few 
students made dozens of cranes at home and brought 
them in as they were completed. 

But two standout students gave an extraordinary

really need to be able to roll up their sleeves and get 
going. It's going to be a challenge for the tri-towns to set 
up and operate this (cable access) corporation/' 

As such, officials in each of the three towns are 
now soliciting prospective people to serve on this new, 
seven-member Board of Directors. 

Mr. Andrews noted that interested individuals 
should submit letters to their respective Boards of Select- 
men by June 24, 2005 for consideration. 

In the interim, the Cable Access Subcommittee 
recently voted to hire Debbie Stinson, who formerly 
served as Station Director for the Comcast studio on 
Route 6 in Marion, to oversee the PEG Access operation at 
ORR until the Old Rochester Community Access Corpora- 
tion is up and running. 

"Each of the three towns agreed to transfer $3,000 
into a transitional fund to pay for Ms. Stinson's salary 
who has been hired as an interim coordinator until a full- 
time director can be hired by the (Board of Directors)," 
Selectman Andrews explained. 

The board next considered appointing a subcom- 
mittee to look into the hiring of a regional Tri-Town 
Planner. This task would be undertaken, much in the 
same way that the recent Cable Access Subcommittee 
worked to draft proposed by-laws and hire an interim 
coordinator for the PEG Access operation. 

Selectman David Pierce next provided an update 
on the Wind Power Committee's efforts, including a 
report on their visit earlier in the day to various sites in 
the tri-town area being considered for a wind power 
operation. 

'T can say, from the onset, that Marion was a little 
concerned because we were told that the winds at 70 
meters weren't strong enough," Selectman Pierce said. 
"We found some sites with ample wind performance, but 
these were expensive locations. The site we chose, which

was Benson Brook, hopefully will fly. We're going to go 
up to 100 meters — or 300 feet — which is a pretty large 
(wind) tower." 

Selectman Pierce noted with interest that the 
other key location being considered for a wind tower — 
on the grounds of ORR High School — was also situated 
in Marion. 

"One of the (other) sites I know (being suggested) 
is the landfill in Mattapoisett and I know the state officials 
said they're not even considering any landfills/' Select- 
man Pierce said. 

"In Mattapoisett, we're looking into some other 
ideas about renewable resources, in addition to wind 
power," Selectman Collyer said. "There are a lot of light 
resources we can look into." 

Marion Town Administrator Jack Dolan next 
provided an update on the Gateway Health Group, which 
both Mattapoisett and Marion have joined along with 
Lakeville and Carver. Now, at the behest of Town Meeting 
voters, Rochester officials are looking into similar options 
for employee health insurance, according to Town Admin-

istrator James Huntoon. It would probably make sense for 
Rochester to seriously consider opting into the Gateway 
Health Group with sister towns Mattapoisett and Marion, 
Mr. Huntoon said. 

"I think it's a substantial savings for employees 
and the towns/' Mr. Dolan said. "We'll also be looking 
into establishing a trust fund ... which will help drive 
down costs." 

Mr. Dolan added that effective July 1, 2005, the 
health insurance rates for Marion's previous carrier under 
the Plymouth County plan will increase some 10 percent 
for those with Blue Cross and 12 percent for those with 
Harvard Pilgrim. 

"We are certainly extending an invitation for new 
members to join the Gateway Health Group," Mr. Dolan 
said. "Certainly Rochester and (the ORR School District) 
we'd be willing to consider for membership." 

But Selectman Lombard noted that prospective 
members should have a favorable claims history before 
being allowed to join with the Gateway plan. 

"I'm not in favor of letting people in with ques- 
tionable claims experience ... because then everyone pays 
more as a result," Selectman Lombard said. 

Under Old Business, Selectman Nunes asked 
about the ongoing idea of regionalizing similar services in 
the three towns and whether the boards should be pursu- 
ing any of these options. 

Under the Public Comment section of the agenda, 
Frank McNamee of Marion said he was glad to see that

the town's Master Plan, such potential projects will be 
more fully addressed. 

"Many of the questions that would arise would 
be answered in the update of the Master Plan that we're 
working on/' Mr. Kunz said. "I have a number of volun- 
teers from my pitch at Town Meeting, so that's moving 
along." 

"I tend to agree that the timeframe is a pretty 
unreasonable one ... for that piece of property," Chairman 
Laboa said. "We should notify the Land Trust that we 
don't plan on taking any action on this."

worth looking into/' Selectman Morse added. "I just don't 
want to hold (the owners) up forever ... it's not fair." 

At 7:40 pm Selectman Nunes and Cable Commit- 
tee Chairman Vincent Ryan updated the board on a 
meeting held earlier that night with the Cable Access 
Subcommittee of the Tri-Town Board of Selectmen.

the Board of Selectmen, c/o Rochester Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way, Rochester, MA 02770. 

The board received a copy of a letter from Attor- 
ney Blair Bailey of Town Counsels Perry, Hicks, Crotty 
and Deshaies, LLP, to Richard Manning of Rochester 
Youth Baseball, replying to his request for guidance in 
their application for installing light poles at Gifford 
Memorial Park. As per the Rochester Historic District 
Commission, Mr. Bailey declined to respond due to 
pending litigation in this matter. 

Selectman Morse questioned why this needed to 
be dragged out in the courts and whether there wasn't a 
better solution.

cornerstone in the community, in which there has been little 
capital investment for decades. But the facility has been out- 
stripped by increases in the town's population and advances in 
technology 

As a taxpayer and parent, I have cherished my years 
here, primarily for the sense of community that is abundant in 
Mattapoisett. The wharf, the gazebo, Ned's Point, the churches 
and schools, and yes, the library — with its story hours for 
children, the Memorial Day gathering, and visiting programs — 
all are part of the fabric of this community Things we cherish 
require care and stewardship, or we lose them. For those who 
think the proposed plans are a luxury, remember that the 
building's size has been adjusted to be as small as possible to 
still qualify for the state funding. Go see for yourselves how 
crowded and outdated the space is; after all, it was built one 
hundred years ago for a community one-sixth of the size of 
Mattapoisett today. 

The consequences of rejecting the library proposal are 
bleak. We stand to lose a cost-effective opportunity and would 
end up paying in more ways than one for our shortsightedness. 
First, the town would have to pay — this time on its own — 
$700,000 for the expensive alterations required to make the aging 
library conform to the ADA, namely, an elevator and a reworked 
entrance with ramp. Second, an increasingly inadequate library 
facility risks losing its state accreditation, and therefore its 
interlibrary loan capability and some operational funding. 
Third, the town would lose much of the money already pledged 
in donations for the proposed renovation and construction 
project, since many of the larger gifts were conditional, and 
some of the uncollected pledges would simply not be honored. 

The fact facing the taxpayers is that there is no middle 
ground, no option of "standing still." The only fiscally respon-

Mr. and Mrs. Smith, Starring Brad Pitt and Angelina 
Jolie. Directed by Doug Liman. Running time: 120 
minutes.

Assassins are lovable and attractive; at least, that's what movie 
after movie tells us. Hollywood filmmakers, who know a thing or 
two about taking soulless jobs for the money, are mesmerized by 
the cool amorality of people who kill for a living (as well as the 
potential for action blowouts in which dozens of people drop like 
flies and the audience doesn't have to care). Some movies use the 
hit-man as a useful launchpad for commentary: Grosse Pointe Blank, 
for instance, was a slyly satirical view of middle-class mores, and 
last summer's Collateral explored the human cost of murder for hire. 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith, with Brad Pitt and Angelina Jolie as a married 
couple who don't know they're also rival assassins, is a jovial, half- 
smart domestic comedy in which domesticity itself is a joke. 

John (Pitt) and Jane (Jolie) have settled into a lucrative rut 
together. Each thinks the other is in some fat-paycheck line of work 
that keeps them out of the house a lot. The amount of elaborate 
deception required to sustain their mutual lie isn't credible in the 
least, but we'll let that pass. The movie's bottom line is the pairing 
of Pitt and Jolie, and the happy (or not so happy for Jennifer 
Aniston) accident of their apparently having become a real-life 
couple during filming. How's their chemistry? Well, they're both in 
on the joke, and they both know how to keep themselves amused in 
big-budget spectacles. Certainly they lack the sparks that, say, John 
Cusack and Minnie Driver shared in Grosse Pointe Blank. Part of the 
movie's point is that John and Jane are bored with each other until 
they're trying to kill each other, and that part of the film doesn't last 
very long. 

I suppose it's useless to expect wit and elegance from a movie like 
this. Mr. and Mrs. Smith is amusing, but only in the "surprisingly 
not-infantile for a $100 million summer action flick" sense of the 
word. Vince Vaughn, dropping in now and then as John's crony in 
assassination, scores some laughs but reminds us how far he and his 
director here, Doug Liman, have come — or fallen — since their 
mutual debut in Liman's 1996 indie comedy Swingers. I wasn't a fan 
of that film, but it caught the pulse of something real, and Liman's 
next feature, 1999's Go, was a chaotic little sweetheart of a Gen-X 
comedy. Since then, though, Liman has gravitated to impersonal 




big-budget thrills, with 2002's The Bourne Identity and now this. The 
Liman of nine years ago might' ve cast Vince Vaughn as John and 
perhaps Janeane Garoralo as Jane, and allowed the film to rest on 
intelligence instead of concussive action climaxes. 

The film's structure is predictable in every beat. John and Jane 
are set against each other, then rediscover their passion for one 
another and band together against their mutual enemy. (It isn't a 
black, bleak comedy like The War of the Roses, ending in degradation 
and death for them both.) For what seems like forever, the movie 
devolves into duck/cover/ shoot, in which the heroes' virtuosity 
with firearms somehow means that the six hundred trained assas- 
sins shooting at them are all lousy shots. A car chase in a stolen SUV 
has comic potential, starting off with Air Supply's plaintively nerdy 
"Making Love Out of Nothing at All" oozing out of the car radio and 
featuring Brad Pitt briefly making hostile use of a golf club, but it 
eventually peters out. Just because Liman has found himself at the 
wheel of two action movies doesn't make him an action director. 

For a brief moment, when John and Jane are joined in an 
embrace while firing guns in opposite directions — like a romantic 
parody of John Woo — I dared to hope that Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
would end on a high operatic note: the killer lovers going out with 
guns blazing and tongues entwined. But the movie is bracketed by 
the couple's visits to an offscreen therapist, and we're to under- 
stand that the whole experience has brought them closer. No fallout 
from all the people they've killed, no further danger from whoever 
wanted them dead, no competitiveness between each other. The 
upper-class killers, smirking at us from the screen at the end, are 
validated in their highly lucrative and destructive lifestyle choice. 
I guess that's less tiresome than the "crime does not pay" punish- 
ments of much older movies, but it still leaves a sour taste in one's 
mouth.

What I find so fascinating about the three towns 
in the so-called "tri-town area'" is that they all share 
many common traits but, ultimately, have their own 
unique sense of style and place. Marion is the quint- 
essential seaside New England community with a 
steadfast dedication to the arts. Mattapoisett, al- 
though similarly tied to the seafaring way of life, 
seems to have a deeper sense of history and a strong 
connection to its past. 

Then there's Rochester, the township that once 
encompassed all three communities (and parts of 
Wareham) and was long ago broken off from the tell- 
tale harbors of its two sister towns. Despite its lack of 
waterfront property, however, its sprawling tracts of 
land and vast open space made it a natural haven for 
farmers and growing agricultural opportunities. 

Fve always been impressed with the charming 
rustic and rural character of Rochester, and longtime 
town historian Judith Hartley MacKinnon has now 
captured that intangible allure in her newly-pub- 
lished Rochester, another fine offering in Arcadia 
Publishing's "Images of America'" series. (They pre- 
viously published Judith Westlund Rosbe's equally 
fine Maritime Marion in 2002.) 

Like the Marion tome, Rochester is chock full of 
rare and revealing photographs documenting the 
town's rich history which began with a grant issued 
by the Old Colony Court to the Plymouth settlers for 
an area to graze cattle in 1651 — just 31 years after 
the Pilgrims landed at Plymouth Rock. The town 
would later officially be incorporated on June 4, 1686. 

Among some of the key revelations found within 
the volume: 

• Rochester can claim to have had the only two 
sawmills to survive well into the 20th century which 
were owned and operated by the Rounseville and 
Hartley families. 

• Rochester once had a fully operational airport 
from 1939 to 1942 on a level stretch of ground off 
Marion Road close to the Rochester /Marion town line 
which was home to Cape Cod Airlines.

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• The long-running Memorial Day Boat Race on 
the Mattapoisett River from Grandma Hartley's Res- 
ervoir in Rochester was first conceived in 1938 by 
James Hartley Jr. as a project for the 4-H Club. 

• The area of town now known as North Roches- 
ter across Snipatuit Pond was not part of the original 
land grant but was later purchased directly from 
Native American Chief Tuspaquin in 1673. 

Using vintage photographs from both private col- 
lections and those available from the Rochester His- 
torical Society, Ms. MacKinnon has managed to cap- 
ture the essence of everything rural and rustic about 
Rochester. Indeed, sometimes a picture is worth a 
thousand words.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

j Q I have heard that dental implants are expensive. How much 
do they cost?
